During their observance of a fire prevention day, citizens of 
La Salle, 111., were told some of the differences between the Ameri­ 
can anti the European attitudes toward fire hazatds. 
The tendency in the United States is to build hurriedly of 
combustible materials. Europe constructs slowly of solid masonry. 
Americans cheerfully pay high insurance rates to cover fire haz­ 
ards. Europeans secure lower rates by maintaining safer condi­ 
tions. 
America has elaborate and expensive lire extinguishing 
apparatus. 
Europe's lack in this line is compensated for in its 
more thorough methods of fire prevention. 
Here, fire is regarded as a misfortune, and sn mpathy is given 
tho owner of the destroyed property. Abroad, fire is looked upon 
as a crime; investigation follows and culpable persons are pun­ 
ished. 
Here, fire insurance is supposed to prevent loss to the 
owner of the property. 
Europeans understand that you can t 
burn down a building without incurring loss, and they realize that 
ultimately the whole community is taxed for such waste. 
The American point of view seems to be that the insurance 
money has been exchanged for tho destroyed property. 'I he for­ 
eign point of view is that there has be en an absolute loss cl re­ 
sources for which the owner can be only partly indemnified. 
If Americans can he made to take fire prevention more 
seriously by converting them to the foreign point of view, some- 
boby should undertake and carry through the necessary educa 
tional drive to that end .

"In those days.” he remarked, "we used to -sell 20 yards of silk 
tor (me dress. Now a woman buys three y a r d s and considers that 
it is more than enough. Then there were only thro* or four shades 
of silks to be obtained, now there are hundreds. 
"The men of 50 years ago were superstitious beyond ail be­ 
lieving in the matter of what they wore. In winter it had to be 
medicated red flannel underwear, and only a few people of th** 
better class could be induced to wear white merino.’’ 
And those were the "good old days.” The three yards of silk 
as against 20 yards indicate a great advance in health, in simplic­ 
ity, in freedom, in leisure. The medicated red flannels were sup­ 
posed to keep people healthy, but they would be of little less use 
to city dwellers now. 
As long as the “golden mean” remains so difficult of attain­ 
ment by mere human beings—we should rejoice that we are living 
in the period of extremely light clothing instead of the red flannel 
period.

Registered Treaties 


More than 1,000 treaties have now been registered with the 
league of nations. This alone many friends of the league regard 
as justifying that body’s existence and expense. 
This is one phase of the league’s activity, however, which the 
general public seems scarcely to appreciate as much as it deserves. 
Of course, it is possible for nations to register 1,000 treaties 
frankly and openly and still to prepare a few in secret. 
But the 
secret treaty is invalid from the start and is bound to lose favor 
and power little by little as tile registered treaty gains them. 
Registered treaties are much less likely to be regarded as 
“scraps of paper” than the old sort, which concerned only the 
treaty-making nations. 
It is all a matter of growth and development in national 
minds.

LONDON.- The dusky African sav­ 
age. as beloved by the \witt*rs of th? 
•world's best sellers, is now no more. 
T ile African negro of today is a semi- 
cultured, hard working, and law abid­ 
ing citizen, and no longer does he ab­ 
duct white m en 
and 
women,

other people's cattle, and generally 
m ake war on civilization. 
This was revealed today in a report 
published by the British governm ent 
on behalf of the local governm ent of 
K enya Colony; a British W est African 
p ossession, show ing til'1 changes which 
have taken place in the conditions of 
life in those parts during recent yearn.

During their observance of a fire prevention day, citizens of 
La Salle, 111., were told tome of the differences between the Ameri­ 
can and the European attitudes toward fire hazards. 
The tendency in the U nite d Statev is to build hurriedly of 
combustible materials. Europe constructs slowly of solid masonry. 
Americans cheerfully pay high insurance rates to cover fire haz­ 
ards. 
Europeans secure lower rates by maintaining safer condi­ 
tions. 
America has elaborate and expensive fire extinguishing 
apparatus. 
Europe’s lack in this line is compensated for in its 
more thorough methods of fire prevention. 
He ic. fire is regarded as a mislortune, and s\ mpathy is given 
the owner of the destroyed property. Abroad, fire is looked upon 
as a crime; investigation follows and culpable persons are pun­ 
ished. 
Here, fire insurance is supposed to prevent loss to the 
owner of the property. 
Europeans understand that you can t 
burn down a building without incurring loss, and they realize that 
ultimately the whole community is taxed for such waste. 
The American point of view seems to be that the insurance 
money has been exchanged for the destroyed property. 
I he for­ 
eign point of view is that there has been an absolute loss of re­ 
source.-- for which the owner can br' only partly indemnified. 
If Americans can be made to take fire prevention more 
variously by converting them to the foreign point of view, some- 
boby should undertake and carry through the necessary educa 
tional drivfe to that end .

A 70-year-old merchant of Franklin, 0., attending the annual 
convention of the National Retail Dry (ioods association, summed 
up the differences between his customers of half a century ago 
and of today. 
“In those days.” he remarked, “wo used to ^ell 20 yards of silk 
for one dress. Now a woman buys three yards and considers that 
it is more than enough. Then there were only three or four shades 
of silks to be obtained, now there are hundreds. 
“The men of 50 years ago were superstitious beyond all be­ 
lieving in the matter of what they wore. In winter it had to b e 
medicated red flannel underwear, and only a few people of the 
better class could be induced to wear white merino.” 
And those were the “good old days.” The three yards of silk 
as against 20 yards indicate a great advance in health, in simplic­ 
ity, in freedom, in leisure. The medicated red flannels were sup­ 
posed to keep people healthy, but they would be of little Ie-1- use 
to city dwellers now. 
As long as the “golden mean” remains so difficult of attain­ 
ment by mere human beings—we should rejoice that we are living 
in the period of extremely light clothing instead of the red flannel 
period.

More than 1,000 treaties have now been registered with the 
league of nations. This alone many friends of the league regard 
as justifying that body’s existence and expense. 
This is one phase of the league’s activity, howe\er, which the 
general public seems scarcely to appreciate as much as it deserves. 
Of course, it is possible for nations to register 1,000 treaties 
frankly and openly and still to prepare a few in secret. But the 
secret treaty is invalid from the start and is bound to lose favor 
and power little by little as the registered treaty gains them. 
Registered treaties are much less likely to be regarded as 
“scraps of paper” than the old sort, which concerned only the 
treaty-making nations. 
It is all a matter of growth and development in national 
minds.
